FATHER’S APPEAL ALLOWED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 


Rh, JUSTICE MANN 
The hearing was concluded of the appeal 
of Peter Mansfield, ‘Vallaght, Co. Dublin, 
against a decision of Judge Dromgoole in the 
Circuit Court awarding him £150 compensa- 
tion in discharge of his claim for the death 
of his son, William Mansfield, aged 20, who 
was killed on July ist, 1925, at Dolphin’s 
Barn by a road-making machine, while work- 
ing for Messrs, T. J. Moran and Co., Ltd., 
asphalt providers, of 22 Oliver Plunkett 
street, Cork, who were respondents. 
The defendants had lodged £300 in the 
Circuit Court under the Workmen’s Cempen- 
sation Acts in full discharge of their liability, 
and the Judge awarded the father £150 and 
five brothers and sisters of the deceased £30 
each. 
An ‘action by the appellant in the High 
Court in respect of his son’s death is pend- 
ing under Loyd Campbell's Act. 
Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he had come 
lo the conclusion that the appeal by the 
father should be allowed, and that they 
should give an order discharging so much 
of the award as dirécted that £150 be paid 
to the father, Peter Mansfield, and they 
directed the Circuit Judge to apportion pay- 
ment of the award as he thought fit to do. 
Mr, Justice Hanna concurred. 
‘The appeal was allowed, with costs.

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A COLD-BLOODED PLOT. 
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LOUTH FARMER’S WICKED 
| CRIME. 


Becoming suspicious when a middle-aged

JUDGE AND THE PUBLIC 
SPIRIT IN DUBLIN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The trial conciuded of the three young men, 
Edward Murphy, John Fox and _ Patrick 
McNamara, who were charged with armed 
robbery at William Brett’s hcensed premises 
in Parnell street, Dublin; with shooting at 
the police and civilians who pursued them, 
and with the unlawful possession of firearms. 
The jury found Murphy not guilty, and he 

was discharged. 

Fox and McNamara, who were found guilty, 
were sentenced to five years’ penal servitude 
each on the first two counts and two years, 
with hard labour, on the third count, pcth 
sentences to run concurrently, 

The jury commended Patrick O'Hare, 
Thomas Byrne, Maurice Byrne and Sergeant 
Moriarty for the bravery which they displayed 
in capturing and disarming Fox and 
McNamara. 

The Judge concurred with the commenda- 
tion of the jury, and said that the public 
spirit displayed by the men who captured 
armed criminals on that Sunday afternoon 
was a credit to the city.

same number must be issued in respect of 
each slip or betting voucher to the person 
handing in the slip or voucher. 

All bets, other than telephone bets, must 
be numbered in a single series unless the 

revious consent of the Commissioners has 
btained to the use concurrently of 
ore than one series. Applications for such 
consent must specify the number of series it 
is proposed to use, and the manner in-which 
the numbers in the different series will be 
distinguished. 
BETS BY TELEPHONE: _ 

All bets made by telephone message to a 
bookmaker at his registered office must be 
forthwith entered separately in duplicate 
under the proper date, in a book kept 
specially for the purpose, and every entry 
must show the full particulars of the bet, the 
time of receipt, and an identifying number 
in a consecutive series. 

Every day’s betting slips or vouchers, 
telegrams and letters must be kept separate 
from those relating to any other day, and 
must be retained intact for six months. The 
book used for recording: bets must be kept 
for a like period. 

No alteration shall be made by a book- 
maker in any betting slip or voucher, and 
the bookmaker shall at all reasonable times 
produce for the officer of Customs and 
Revenue to inspect all books and documents 
relating to bets made with him. 

Unless he has reviously obtained 
authority to pay the duty on bets on the 
basis of certified returns, a bookmaker must, 
on the day in which a bet is accepted, enter 
on the form of official betting sheet pre- 
scribed for use in registered bookmaking 
offices the particulars required by the titling 
of the sheet. 

A bookmaker must enter every bet on an 
official betting sheet. The amounts of bets 
entered on official betting sheets must be re- 
erded in units of a shilling or of a pound, 
but not of both. 

“ Where the bookmaker, who uses official 
betting sheets and who lays off with another 
bookmaker part or all oí the bets accepted 
Ly him, proposes to apply to the Commis- 
sicners for refund of duty in respect of the 
bets so laid off, he shall record the amount 
laid off, the name of the horse, dog, etc., 
and the name of the bookmaker to whom the 
bet is laid off” in the columns of the official 
betting sheet.

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WORK OF THE SOCIETY IN 
DUBLIN. 

Of the 886 complaints investigated last 
year by the Dublin and district branch of 
the National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children 862 were found to be well 
grounded, it was stated yesterday at the 
66th annual. meeting at 35 Dawson street, 
Dublin. The sufferers consisted vf 1,088 boys 
and 939 girls—413 were under two years of 
age. of the offenders or persons advised, 

were men and 305 women; 770 of the 
cases were brought to the Society's notice by 
the general, public, 37 by the Civic Guards, 
23 by school officials, by other officials, 
and 27 were discovered by the inspectors. 

The finances were high enough te it of 
a considerable. amount being paid into the 
general parse in aid of the national work, 
instead of borrowing, as in the previous ¥ear. 
If this reciprocal arrangement had not been 
in force, the Society’s work in many parts of 
Ireland would have had to close down, for 
lack of funds.

‘* There are a great. many people,’’ retorted 
the Minister, amidst applause, “ who regret 
that John Bull is not here any more; my 
friend ‘is one of them. There are better men 
here to-day,’ he continued, amidst renewed 
applause, “than ever John Bell was, but 
what we are really suffering from in this 
country are the people who regret John 
Bull.” i 

‘You know; he added, “ everybody is 
good enough to run this country except the 
neighbour s child,” 

This evoked from another delegate the deri- 
sive comment that no one knew better than 
an Irishman how to rob the Irish people. 

“ Ouite.so,” Mr. Hogan retorted, ‘‘ that 
syns up the point of view of Republicamsm 
in Mayo. No one is good enough to run the 
country except the neighbour’s child.” 

It was unfortunate, he said, that, with 
the establishment of a native Government, 
they had a few very bad -scasons, -due to 
the weather, and now they had the céal 
strike, which was affecting their prices in 
Ergland, and it would probably cost the 
Carlow beet factory several thousand pounds 
owing to .the difference in the price of coal. 
It had impoverished England and, to some 
extent, impoverished this country. He did 
not see, however, how prices of Irish produce 
in England could fall-much more. He urged 
the farmers of the country to rear more 
pigs, but he. was afraid that to keep a sow 
something that some of the farmers 
were above. 

Mr. Hogan apparently saw some smiles 
among the audience when he mentioned pigs;

DR. SALTER’S CASE.

The Speaker called upon Dr. ‘Salter, who 
declared that he would not withdraw or 
qualify any of the remarks he had made. 
He stated that he had helped to re- 
move a drunken person _from the pre- 
cincís ofthe “House, and” that it was 
well known to members of all parties. 
Dr. Salter then began to launch general 
charges against members on the Opposition 
s'de of the House, and it became apparent that 
his oration was to be partisan and extremist 
to a degree. All sympathy quickly disap- 
peared, and there were only a few cheers 
from the Socialists when the Speaker asked 
Dr. Salter to leave the Chamber while the 
question was discussed. 

Mr. Lloyd George at this moment leaned 
forward and whispered to Mr. T. P. O'Connor, 
who promptly rose, and claimed the indulg- 
ence of the House as its senior member. In 
a very neat and happily-phrased speech, Mr. 
T. P. O'Connor reduced Dr. Salter’s charges 
to their real. level, and he closed by sup- 
Facs the motion against Dr. Salter of 
reach of privilege 

Mr. Clynes failed to see the good of con-. 
tinuing to debate the matter. Personally, 
he preferred to credit Dr. Salter with the 
intention of prosecuting a vigorous temper- 
ance propaganda, rather than with the ob- 
ject cf making an attack upon members of 
the House. He, therefore, suggested that 
the motion should be withdrawn, in order 
that the House could get on with more im- 
portant business. 

From the cheers of Labour members it was 
quite..evident. that a considerable number of 
them were in favour of the course suggested 
by Mr. Clynes, but Sir Arthur Holbrook 
flatly declined to adopt it.

against the House. he would be wanting in 
his duty if he drépped the motion. 
MR. BALDWIN’'S VIEW. 

‘The Prime Minister thought that it would 
be better to put out of mind the personalities 
which had heen indulged in, both by the 
mover of the resolution and Dr. Salter. For 
the sake of their own dignity, the sooner 
they disposed of this matter the better. In 
an assembly which numbered oniy 600 meth- 
bers, it was perfectly obvious that at times 
tbere must be cases, as among all bodies of 
men, where individuals forgot themselves. 
They all knew that, bat they did not talk 
about it. (Cheers.) He was quite clear that 
the statements made by Dr. Salter were a 
libel upon the House, as a whole, and consti- 
tuted a breach of its privileges, and, under 
the circumstances, he should vote for the 
motion. He would deprecate reference of 
the subject to the Committee of Privileges, 
for the reason that the sooner this unhappy 
incident. was buried the better it would be. 

Mr. Lees Smith, in moving an amendment 
to the motion, referring the subject to the 
Committee of Privileges, described Sir Arthur 
Holbrook’s speech as a mere piece of tub- 
thumping Tory propaganda. ' 

Mr.. Lloyd George, speaking from his long 

experience of the House of Commons, testfied 
that he had seen a great improvement in the 
habits of members, and this reflected the 
general change in the habits of the people, 
Dr. Salter’s speech was unfortunate, because 
it conveyed a false impression, and it was 
not even approxiMately correct. 
' Mr. Buchanan, with great candour, said 
that he had taken part in many scenes, and 
had eaid a great many hard things, but ke 
had never slandered any member outside the 
House. (Laughter and cheers.) With regard 
te Sir Arthur Holbrook’s speech, he charged 
him ‘with having made a malicious, foul, 
and lying statement against a fellow member. 
(Labour cheers.) 

On a division the Labour amendment was 
defeated by 247 votes to 95, and the original 
motion was agreed to. 

EMERGENCY POWERS. 

The Home Secretary then proceeded to 
move the continuance of the Emergency Act 
Regulations. There had, he said, been a 
decline in the number of prosecutions under 
the Regulations; but in certain districts a 
large number of cases had been remitted to 
the Assizes, to be dealt with under the 
ordinary law. Sir Henry Slesser opposed the 
Regulations as a whole. 

Mr. Kirkwood pictured the Government as 
a ferocious body, preying on the flesh and 
blood of the people.

It was 
capable of removing 130 tons a day. Its cost 
was £15 a week wages of the crew, and £10 
for fuel and oil, ie great disadvantage of 
the port was that the bar shifted its position 
in heavy weather.

| seen steamers lying outside for six days wait- 
ing for the spring.

Thereafter the Cor- 
poration wil be capable of an annual. production of 135,000 tons newsprint, and, afier providing for 
its own increased requirement of sulphite pulp in the manufacture of newsprint, will still have 34,000 
tons of sulphite pulp for sale, ; i : 

The Corporation s mill properties ore gituated on Tidewater, on the Saguenay River, an arm of 
the St. Lawrence River. This situation permits the leading and unloading of large ocean-going vessels 
during seven months of the year. Tho Corporation also las access by rail to the pulp and paper con- 
suming markets of Canada and the Unitcd States throughout the cntire year. 
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EARNINGS—Net carnings of the Corporation for the year ended Sist December, 1925, as certified 
by Mesers. P. S. Ross and Sons, Chartered Accountants, Montreal, available for Preferred dividgads, 
depreciation and income taxes were 422,092.99 dollars. For the six months ended 30th June, 1926, 
the net earnings were 215,168.55 dollars.
